The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Hegulations,  to  whom  were  referred 
—  Sept.  8,  Oct.  13,  and  Nov,  10  —  several  orders  relating  to  changes 
in  sub-committees  of  the  Board,  and  to  the  uniting  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Evening  Schools  and  Extended  Use  of  School  Buildings, 
and  designating  their  functions,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Tliere  are  at  tlie  present  time  too  many  committees.  Each 
member  of  the  Board  is  assigned  to  from  four  to  six  committees 
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(including  division  committees),  and  if  these  committees  are  im- 
portant enough  to  exist,  he  has  more  work  than  lie  can  possibly 
attend  to.  Moreover,  membership  on  several  important  commit- 
tees frequently  results  in  a  conflict  of  engagements,  so  that  it  is 
at  times  difficult  to  secure  quorums,  and  much  valuable  time  is 
wasted  in  waiting  for  absent  members. 

The  School  Board  should  as  far  as  possible  confine  itself  to  work 
legislative  in  character,  leaving  the  details  of  executive  work  to 
trained  officials.  Sub-committees  and  members  thereof  should 
exercise  as  few  executive  functions  as  possible.  Their  duty 
should  be  not  the  doing  of  things,  but  the  consideration  of  sub- 
jects within  their  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the 
School  Board  as  to  its  own  action.  This  is  in  the  direct  line  of 
the  latest  and  most  approved  educational  thought,  and  is  in  the 
line  of  practical  action  already  taken  by  the  School  Board  in  many 
directions.     Thus  we  have  the  following  expert  executives: 

The  Superintendent. 
Six  Supervisors. 
Director  of   Drawing. 

"-       ''    Music. 

-'■       "     Kindergartens, 

"       ''     Vacation  Schools. 

"        "     Physical  Training. 
Principal  of  Carpentry. 

"    Cookery. 
Instructor  of  Military  Drill. 
Cliief  Truant  Officer. 

The  aggregate  salary  paid  these  officials  amounts  to  very 
nearly  $50,000.  If  they  are  worthy  of  their  positions,  and  en- 
titled to  any  such  compensation,  they  ought  to  be  not  only 
allowed,  but  required  to  do  the  work  for  which  they  are  paid. 
Certainly  it  is  not  economy  for  the  School  Board  to  pay  these 
officials,  and  then  to  undertake  personally  to  do  their  work.  It 
is  simply  impossible  for  members  of  the  School  Board  effectively 
to  do  the  work.  Each  year  the  membership  of  the  Board 
changes,  sometimes  radically.  However  competent  a  member  of 
the  Board  may  be,  he  has  this  disadvantage  —  he  is  liable  at  any 
time  to  leave  the  Board.  His  successor  cannot  possibly  at  once 
take  up  the  work  where  he  left  it,  and  the  school  service  suffers 
in  efficiency  while  the  new  man  is  learning.  All  this  is  obviated 
where  executive  work  is  left  to  officials  who,  like  the  directors, 
are  on  tenure,  and  can  carry  on  the  work  systematically  without 
interruption,  always,  of  course,  subjf^ct  to  any  change  of  policy 
by  voto  of  the  School  Board. 

The  work  of  the  School  Board  may  be  divided  as  follows: 

1.     Establishment  of  its  own  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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2.  Educational  Work. 

3.  Finances. 

4.  Superintendence  of  Property. 

There  are  therefore  primarily  but  four  committees  needed,  viz. : 

1.  Rules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Education. 

3.  Finance. 

4.  School  Houses. 

When  a  new  subject  is  under  consideration,  and  while  in  its 
experimental  stage,  as,  for  example.  Educational  Centres,  or  any 
school  extension,  a  committee  to  supervise  the  same  might  be 
established,  but  as  soon  as  it  becomes  an  accepted  part  of  the 
school  work,  the  committee  should  be  abolished,  and  this,  like 
other  branches,  should  be  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent  and 
appropriate  director.  A  good  example  is  in  the  case  of  Kinder- 
gartens, which  originally  had,  but  now  have  not,  a  special  com- 
mittee in  charge.  At  present  there  is  no  more  reason  for  a 
committee  on  music,  or  manual  training,  drawing,  or  hygiene, 
than  for  a  committee  on  arithmetic,  or  geography,  or  Latin,  or 
French.  As  there  is  a  Ghief  Truant  Officer,  there  is  no  reason 
for  a  Committee  on  Truant  Officers.  The  Chief  and  his  men 
should  be  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  and  Text  Books  might 
well  be  a  Committee  on  Education,  and  have  general  supervision 
as  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Board,  and  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
advising  tlie  Board  on  all  educational  matters. 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  should  have  its  present 
duties,  but  should  confine  itself  to  those  duties.  It  should 
be  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Board  on  the  physical  side  of  the 
schools.  It  should  not  attempt  to  pass  upon  petty  details  of 
repairs,  etc.,  and  should  not,  as  a  body  independent  of  the  School 
Board,  advise  the  Schoolliouse  Department  in  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs.  The  law  throws  the  responsibility  upon  the  Schoolhouse 
Department,  and  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  ought  not  to 
attempt  to  share  that  responsibility.  The  committee  should 
only  consider  such  matters  as  the  Board  must  pass  upon,  and 
only  for  the  purpose  of  advising  tlie  Board. 

The  Committees  on  Accounts,  Supplies,  and  Salaries  might 
well  enough  be  consolidated  into  a  Committee  on  Finance,  but 
this  is  only  if  one  wishes  to  be  absolutely  logical.  Moreover, 
sucli  consolidation  would  necessarily  involve  the  appointment  of 
an  executive  on  the  business  side,  with  large  powers  correspond- 
ing to  the  Superintendent  on  the  educational  side,  and  this,  how- 
ever desirable,  does  not  seem  feasible  at  present. 
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The  Committees  on  Evening  Schools  and  Extended  Use  of 
School  Buildings  should  be  consolidated  into  a  Committee  on 
School  Extension,  to  have  charge  of  Evening  Schools,  Evening 
Lectures,  Educational  Centres,  Vacation  Schools,  and  all  matters 
involving  the  extended  use  of  school  buildings. 

If  it  be  said  that  these  consolidations  would  throw  too  much 
work  upon  the  new  committees,  the  answer  is,  not  if  the  mem- 
bers refrain  from  interfering  in  petty  detail  work,  and  confine 
themselves  entirely  to  the  consideration  of  the  broader  questions 
of  education  and  school  policy. 

It  would  probably  be  unwise  to  reduce  the  number  of  commit- 
tees to  its  lowest  logical  terms.  It  is  suggested,  however,  that 
we  might  well  reduce  the  number  of  committees  to  the  follow- 
ing: 

Accounts. 

Education. 

High  and  Normal  Schools. 

Horace  Mann  School. 

Legislative  Matters. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Salaries. 

Names  of  Buildings. 

School  Extension  (to  include  Evening  Schools,  Evening  Lec- 
tures, Educational  Centres,  Vacation  Schools,  and  all  extended 
uses  of  school  buildings). 

School  Houses. 

Supplies. 

Some  of  these  could  be  eliminated  without  detriment.  This 
committee  thinks,  however,  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the 
present  School  Board  to  legislate  for  its  successor.  It  is  there- 
fore recommended  that  this  report,  the' result  of  several  years  of 
observation  of  the  existing  system,  be  referred  to  the  next 
School  Board  for  consideration.

The  value  of  Mr.  Dutton's  services  to  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  North  End,  where  the  principal 
part  of  his  career  as  a  teacher  was  passed,  cannot  easily 
be  overestimated.  His  acquaintance  with  the  people 
of  that  district  was  close  and  sympathetic,  and  his  sin- 
cere interest  in  their  welfare  never  failed.  It  can  be 
said  of  him  that  his  heart  was  in  his  work,  and  his 
kindly  and  judicious  control  of  his  school  endeared 
him  alike  to  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents.  Ever  alive  to 
meeting  the  needs  of  his  children,  as  he  was  accustomed 
to  term  his  pupils,  his  activity  in  their  behalf  was  not 
limited  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
him  by  the  Regulations,  but  extended  in  many  direc- 
tions, and  often  to  the  overtaxing  of  his  strength.  One 
instance  of  this  spirit  will  serve  as  an  illustration :  Mr. 
Dutton  voluntarily,  and  without  thought  of  recognition 
or  compensation  for  several  years,  with  the  assistance 
of  his  teachers,  arranged  for  the  regular  opening  of  his 
building  during  evenings,  to  afford  accommodations 
and  assistance  to  those  pupils  who  needed  a  suitable 
place  in  which  to  prepare  their  lessons  for  the  ensuing 
day.

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  School  Committee,  passed  Regulations. 
Jan.  26,  1904,  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  t^ee  p.  46.] 
Section  210  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  providing  that  the  ses- 
sions of  the  Normal,  Latin,  and  High  Schools  shall  begin  at  9 
o'clock  A.M.  and  close  at  2  o'clock  P.M.  every  week  day  except 
Saturday,  and  calling  for  a  report  in  case  some  urgent  excuse 
should  be  apparent  for  commencing  the  sessions  earlier,  I  beg 
leave  to  report: 

The  Normal  School,  both  the  Latin  Schools,  and  all  the  High 
Schools  except  the  Dorchester  High  School  and  the  West  Rox- 
bury  High  School,  begin  their  sessions  at  9  o'clock  A.M. 

As  to  the  Dorchester  High  School,  it  appears  that  the  custom 
of  opening  its  sessions  at  8.30  o'clock  A.M.  was  established 
before  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  Dorchester  to  the  city  of 
Boston  in  1869.  This  custom  has  been  continued  ever  since  the 
annexation.  The  present  head  master,  when  he  went  to  the 
school  in  1889,  consulted  the  school  authorities  with  reference 
to  the  propriety  of  continuing  the  established  custom,  and  was 
advised  to  make  no  change.  A  few  days  ago  the  head  master 
of  this  school  submitted  to  each  parent  or  guardian  of  the  pupils 
in  the  school  a  question  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
8.30  o'clock  A.M  or  9  o'clock  A.M.  as  the  opening  hour  was 
preferred.  Tlie  result  was  that  849  preferred  the  hour  of  8.30 
o'clock,  and  83  preferred  the  hour  of  9  o'clock.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  present  hour  of  opening  is  preferred  to  9  o'clock  in 
the  proportion  of  ten  to  one,  I  would  suggest  that  no  change  be 
made  in  the  opening  hour  of  the  Dorchester  High  School. 

The  sessions  in  the  West  Roxbury  High  School  begin  at  8.20 
o'clock  A.M.  and  close  at  1.20  o'clock  P.M.  The  head  master  of 
this  school  writes:  ''Substantially  these  hours  have  prevailed 
here  for  thirty  years  or  more.  The  reason  is  that  about  one-third 
of  the  pupils  come  and  go  on  the  steam  cars,  from  the  *  West 
Roxbury  Branch'  so  called.  By  closing  school  at  1.20,  pupils 
take  a  train  at  1.35,  from  the  Jamaica  Plain  Station.  The  next 
train  does  not  go  until  2.35."     And   he  adds:  "I  think  a  very 
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large  majority  of  the  pupils  and  their  parents  prefer  the  present 
hour."  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  present  practice  of 
commencing  and  ending  the  sessions  in  this  school  be  continued. 

The  only  other  exception  to  the  literal  observation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  210  exists  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  the  School 
Board  in  establishing  the  present  Course  of  Study  in  High  Schools 
on  Nov.  9,  1901.  The  iirst  paragraph  of  the  introduction  to  this 
Course  of  Study  reads  as  follovrs:  "The  High  Schools  are  in 
session  five  hours  a  day  for  five  days  in  the  week.  The  sessions 
may  be  extended  not  exceeding  two  hours,  provided  no  pupils  are 
thereby  required  to  attend  school  more  than  five  hours  daily." 

The  number  of  pupils  who  stay  after  two  o'clock,  under  this 
provision,  is  relatively  small.

To  the  School  Committee : 

In  accordance  with  Section  36,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith  in 
detail  an  estimate  of  the  amount  which,  in  their  opinion,  should 
be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the 
financial  year  1904-1905. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  has  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  city,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,179,268,057.95.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901)  amount  to  $4,009,511.39,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year 
1903-1904  of  $42,915.44,  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated 
for  190.V1904  of  $28.57,  and  a  probable  income  of  $44,000  for 
the  present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $4,096,455.40.  This 
is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can  appro- 
priate for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year. 

Of  this  amount  not  less  than  $294,817.01  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings; 
and  $471,707.22  (at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation)   solely  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and 
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additions  to  school  yards  and  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings. 

The  appropriation,  as  recommended,  is  based  upon  the  follow- 
ing statement:

The  committee  desire  to  state  that  they  have  made  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  the  amount  that  will  be  needed  to  carry  on  the 
schools  as  they  exist  at  present,  and  find  that  it  will  require 
$24,000  more  than  the  money  available. 

Inasmuch  as  the  School  Committee  have  no  legal  right  to 
expend  or  to  contract  to  expend  any  money  in  excess  of  the  amount 
allowed  by  law,  it  was  incumbent  upon  your  committee  to  reduce 
their  estimates  accordingly. 

Unless  relief  be  obtained  from  the  Legislature  the  limit  that 
the  School  Committee  can  expend  during  the  present  year  is 
$3,254,748  (being  $3,624,748,  less  1370,000  to  be  expended  by 
Schoolhouse  Commission  for  repairs,  rents,  etc.),  which  is  only 
$04,582.44  more  than  was  expended  the  past  year,  and  in  order 
that  no  expenditures  be  made  beyond  the  sum  available,  there 
should  be  no  extension  of  evening  work,  and  the  exercise  of  the 
strictest  economy  wherever  possible. 

Your  committee  recommend  with  reluctance,  and  only  from 
necessity,  that  the  sum  of  but  $15,000  be  appropriated  for  Edu- 
cational Centres,  and  the  greater  part  of  this  amount  will  be  spent 
before  the  appropriation  bill  is  passed,  leaving  but  little  for  the 
fall  term. 

In  accordance  with  these  statements,  and  in  compliance  with 
Section  1,  Chapter  448,  of  the  Acts  of  1901,  this  committee  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order.      (Page  85.)

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  dis- 
sent from  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  with  regard  to 
refunding  to  Mr.  Charles  P.  Lebon,  a  master  in  the  English  High 
School,  the  amount  deducted  from  his  salary  on  account  of 
absence  during  the  month  of  December  last,  the  absence  being 
on  account  of  illness  which  he  claims  to  have  been  directly 
caused  by  defective  conditions  in  the  heating  apparatus  of  the 
school-room  occupied  by  him.  Their  reasons  for  this  dissent  are 
as  follows: 

In  June,  1900,  the  Board  adopted  a  rule  that  the  salaries  of  all 
instructors  absent  from  duty  shall  be  subject  to  a  deduction  for 
each  day's  absence  equal  to  one  four-hundredth  part  of  the 
annual  salary  of  the  absentee,  which  rule  was,  in  November, 
1901,  amended  to  provide  that  the  Superintendent  may,  at  his 
discretion,  grant  any  instructor  leave  of  absence  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  a  teacher  or  school  officer  in  the  employ  of  the  city, 
without  loss  of  pay.  To  this  rule,  both  in  its  original  and 
amended  form,  no  exceptions  have  been  made  in  favor  of  any 
person,  although  there  have  been  instances  where  its  enforce- 
ment in  cases  of  instructors  of  long,  faithful,  and  valuable  ser- 
vice has  seemed  a  peculiar  hardship  justifiable  only  by  reason  of 
the  necessity  of  treating  all  alike,  especially  in  a  large  system 
like  ours,  and  the  difficulties  which  the  rule  in  question  was 
designed  to  remedy.  To  depart  from  this  policy,  established  by  a 
definite  rule,  and  enforced  without  exception  for  a  number  of 
years,  seems  to  the  undersigned  unwise  and  unfair.  They  recog- 
nize that  in  this  particular  instance  the  instructor  concerned  has 
suffered  peculiar  hardship  and  is  deserving  of  sympathy,  but  as 
a  matter  of  principle,  they  believe  the  rule  should  be  enforced 
or  else  abolished.     It  is  argued  that  in  this  case  the  absence  was

on  account  of  illness  directly  traceable  to  defective  conditions  in 
the  school-room  occupied  by  Mr.  Lebon,  for  which  the  city  was 
responsible,  and  which  it  subsequently  remedied.  Admitting 
this  to  be  true,  it  would  logically  follow  that  in  the  numerous 
applications  which  will  inevitably  be  made  hereafter  for  similar 
exemption  from  the  operation  of  the  rule,  based  upon  the  same 
grounds,  the  committee  must  attempt  to  determine  whether  the 
illness  is  attributable  to  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  city  or  to 
that  of  the  instructor,  and  this  is  obviously  impracticable.  If 
the  city  is  able  and  willing  to  pay  an  instructor  the  whole  or  a 
larger  portion  of  his  salary  than  is  now  allowed  him  in  times  of  ill- 
ness, the  undersigned  will  cheerfully  support  such  a  proposition  ; 
but  as  a  matter  of  principle,  and  without  reference  to  the  indi- 
vidual concerned,  they  cannot  consistently  approve  the  payment 
now  contemplated.  For  these  reasons  the  undersigned  recom- 
mend that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.

Mr.  Gushing,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations, presented  the  following: 

Tho  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  have  been 
recently  referred  various  orders  relating  to  Sect.  60  of  the  Rules 
with  respect  to  the  appointment,  transfer,  and  removal  of  instruc- 
tors, report  that  various  members  of  the  Board  have  appeared 
before  them,  and  that  there  seems  to  be  a  widespread  desire  for 
some  modification  of  Rule  00.  Tho  chief  objections  to  Rule  60 
seems  to  be  :  1.     That  the  members  of  the  Board  who  are  respon- 
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sible  under  the  law  for  the  appointment  of  teachers,  know  nothing 
about  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  whom  they  appoint. 

2.  That  after  a  nomination  has  once  been  made  publicly  to  the 
Board  by  the  Superintendent,  it  is  then  too  late  as  a  rule  to  dis- 
cuss the  teacher's  qualifications  without  injury  to  the  teacher's 
reputation. 

8.  That  although  such  a  discussion  may  take  place  in  execu- 
tive session,  in  practise  what  happens  in  executive  session  at  once 
becomes  public. 

Various  modifications  of  Rule  60  have  been  suggested;  the  most 
important  of  which  are  a  return  to  the  former  method  of  a  refer- 
ence of  appointments  to  the  division  committees,  or  the  creation 
of  a  nominating  committee  of  five  or  of  seven  members  who  shall 
pass  on  all  appointments  before  they  are  made  to  the  Board.  But 
no  suggestion  has  been  made  which  meets  with  general  approval. 
Tour  committee  therefore  present  the  outline  of  a  plan  which 
seems  to  them  to  cover  all  the  defects  which  have  been  found  in 
Rule  60  and  to  combine  all  the  suggestions  which  have  been  made. 

The  plan  is  briefly  as  follows:  There  shall  be  a  nominating 
committee  consisting  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  which  shall 
meet  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  every  regular  meeting.  Seven 
members  shall  make  a  quorum,  and  the  meetings,  like  any  other 
sub-committee  meetings,  shall  not  be  open  to  the  public,  so  that 
the  qualifications  of  teachers  may  be  discussed  in  private.  One 
week  before  the  meeting  of  the  nominating  committee,  the  Super- 
intendent shall  cause  to  be  sent  to  every  member  the  names  of  all 
the  persons  whom  he  intends  to  present  to  the  nominating  commit- 
tee, accompanied  by  their  record,  their  age,  length  of  service, 
whether  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation as  may  seem  desirable.  The  members  of  the  Board,  hav- 
ing digested  this  information,  will  then  corne  to  the  meeting  of 
the  nominating  committee  a  week  later,  prepared  to  act  intelli- 
gently on  the  names  submitted  by  the  Superintendent.  The  nom- 
inating committee  may  accept,  reject,  or  recommit  any  name  to 
the  Superintendent,  but  he  may  still  present  the  same  name  to 
the  full  Board  at  the  regular  meeting.  If  the  nominating  com- 
mittee accepts  the  nominations- of  tlie  Superintendent,  the  names 
shall  not  lie  over  at  the  regular  meeting,  but  shall  be  acted  on  at 
once.  If  there  is  no  quorum  of  the  nominating  committee  pres- 
ent, or  no  action  is  taken,  the  appointments  of  the  Superintendent 
shall  be  taken  to  l)e  approved,  for  it  is  imi)ortant  that  appoint- 
ments should  not  bo  delayed. 

Your  committee  believe  that  this  plan  includes  all  the  advan- 
tages and  has  none  of  tlie  disadvantages  of  the  various  plans  sug- 
gested. 

1.  The  nominating  committee  includes  the  division  commit- 
tees, for  each  division  committee  will  interest  itself  particularly 
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in  the  appointments  within  its  district,  and  we  have  therefore  an 
arrangement  which  will  unite  those  who  wish  to  have  appoint- 
ments passed  on  by  a  division  committee,  and  those  who  wish 
them  passed  on  by  a  nominating  committee. 

2.  Every  member  has  full  information  as  to  every  appoint- 
ment, and  there  is  not  the  objection  to  the  centering  of  the  power 
over  appointments  in  the  hands  of  a  small  committee  which  is 
brought  up  against  a  reference  to  a  small  nominating  committee, 
or  to  a  division  committee. 

3.  No  more  time  is  lost  than  under  the  present  rule.  Appoint- 
ments will  be  confirmed  within  two  weeks  of  the  time  when  the 
Superintendent  makes  known  his  intentions,  as  is  the  custom  at 
present. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Rules  be  amended  as 
follows.     From  this  recommendation  Mr.  Kennealy  dissents  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  be  amended  as  follows  : 

Sect.  14,  Strike  out  the  section,  and  insert  the  following  in 
place  thereof  : 

Sect.  14.  Appointments,  transfers,  and  removals  of  directors, 
principals,  and  other  instructors,  presented  by  the  Superintendent 
for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  be  certified  by  him  as  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  accompanied  by 
a  written  statement  of  the  reasons  for  requesting  a  suspension 
thereof,  and  shall  be  laid  over  for  two  weeks  before  being  acted 
upon  by  the  Board,  excepting  such  as  shall  have  been  previously 
approved  or  not  acted  on  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  If 
any  member  desires  further  information  with  regard  to  any  such 
appointment,  transfer,  or  removal  he  may  file  a  written  notice  to 
that  effect  with  the  Secretary,  and  the  Board  shall,  as  of  course, 
go  into  executive  session  at  the  close  of  the  regular  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  such  appointment,  transfer,  or  removal, 
before  taking  final  action  thereon. 

The  Superintendent  shall  send  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mittee at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  a  list  of  the  appointments  he  intends  to  present, 
accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  service  and  qualifications  of 
each  person  to  be  appointed. 

Add  the  foUoAving  section  : 

Sect.  55.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  consisting  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Board,  shall  meet  on  the  Tuesday  preceding 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
such  appointments,  confirmations,  transfers,  and  removals  of 
directors,  i)rincipals,  and  other  instructors  as  the  Superintendent 
shall  intend  to  present  at  the  following  meeting  of  the  Board.

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  amendments 
to  rules  submitted  to  them,  have  consulted  at  length  with  the 
Superintendent,  and  have  governed  themselves  by  his  advice. 

In  as  large  a  system  as  that  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  com- 
prising over  two  thousand  day  school  teachers,  there  must  be 
definite  rules  in  regard  to  the  government  of  teachers  which  shall 
apply  equally  to  all  schools.  The  effect  ^f  the  suggested  amend- 
ments would  be  to  leave  it  to  each  master  to  decide  whether  he 
shall  employ  a  special  assistant  or  a  substitute  to  take  the  place 
of  an  absent  teacher.  If  a  substitute  is  employed,  the  teacher 
loses  a  part  of  her  salary,  and  the  substitute  is  paid  from  the  sum 
deducted.  If  a  special  assistant  were  employed,  the  absent  teacher 
would  not  lose  a  part  of  her  salary,  and  the  city  would  pay  the 
special  assistant.  The  disadvantages  to  the  system  proposed  are 
twofold.  In  the  first  place,  in  some  schools  substitutes  would  be 
employed,  in  others  special  assistants,  thus  creating  a  difference 
in  the  treatment  of  teachers  which  would  cause  dissatisfaction. 
In  the  second  place,  the  city  would  lose  the  difference  between 
the  sum  deducted  for  absences  and  the  sum  paid  the  substitutes, 
which  amounts  to  between  $7,000  and  $8,000  in  favor  of  the  city, 
and  would  have  to  i)ay  out  a  farther  sum  to  the  special  assistants. 
As  regards  Rule  178,  your  committee  believe  that  a  substitute 
who  is  on  hand  and  prejjared  to  do  a  full  day's  work  should  be  paid 
for  the  full  day  even  though  it  afterwards  happen  that  the  day  is 
a  one  session  day. 

But  your  committee  believe  that  a  modification  of  Rule  179 
should  be  made  which,  although  not  exactly  the  change  sug- 
gested by  the  proposed  amendments,  is  yet  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  them,  as  it  gives  the  Superintendent  the  power  to 
grant  leaves  of  absence  without  loss  of  pay  in  certain  specified 
cases. 
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Your  committee  are  in  favor  of  granting  instructors  leave  of 
absence  without  loss  of  pay  for  service  in  teachers'  institutes,  as 
suggested  in  the  second  order  referred  to  them,  and  have  so  pro- 
vided in  the  appended  order. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  Sects.  144,  178,  and  179  of  the  Regulations,  as  referred  to 
them,  ought  not  to  pass,  and  further  recommend  that  Sect.  179  of 
the  Regulations  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the  following 
order: 

Ordered^  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follows: 

Sect  179.  Strike  out  all  after  the  word  ^'absentee"  in  the

A  majority  of  the  committee  of  five  appointed  to  nominate  a 
suitable  candidate  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George  H.  Martin,  respect- 
fully report  that  they  nominate  for  said  office  Mr.  Augustine  L. 
Rafter,  of  Boston.  They  deem  it  proper  to  inform  the  Board 
that  Mr.  Rafter  vras  born  July  16,  1859,  at  Damariscotta,  Maine; 
that  his  early  education  was  obtained  in  the  common  schools 
there,  and  that  he  fitted  for  college  at  Lincoln  Academy,  New 
Castle,  Maine,  and  later  attended  Holy  Cross  College  at  Worces- 
ter, and  Boston  College,  graduating  from  the  latter  in  1882  with 
the  degree  of  A.B.  Ten  years  later  he  received  from  the  same 
college  the  degree  of  A.M.  In  March,  1883,  his  native  town 
elected  him  Superintendent  of  Schools,  which  office  he  resigned 
in  tlie  fall  of  that  year  to  take  the  position  of  sub-master  in  our 
Dudley  School.  In  1880,  he  was  elected  principal  of  the  Comins 
Evening  School,  and  during  his  term  of  service  there  brought 
into  the  sphere  of  evening  school  work  a  system  and  definitcness 
of  purpose  which  practically  revolutionized  the  work  of  this 
extremely  important  department.  In  1893,  he  was  transferred  to 
tlie  principalship  of  the  Franklin  Evening  School.  In  his  twelve 
years  of  evening  school  work  over  one  hundred  different  teachers 
came  under  his  supervision.  In  1899,  after  serving  as  sub-master 
for  upwards  of  fifteen  years,  he  was  elected  master  of  our  Martin 
School,  whicli  position  he  now  holds. 
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He  has  made  special  study  of  voice  culture,  elocution,  drawing, 
and  of  the  "  Walter  System"  of  arithmetic.  He  introduced  and 
developed  the  "  Walter  System ' '  in  our  Farragut  School.  He  has, 
at  his  own  expense,  visited  places  outside  of  Boston  in  his 
endeavor  to  obtain  information  helpful  to  our  Boston  schools.  A 
short  while  ago  our  Superintendent  Seaver  appointed  him,  with 
two  other  of  our  masters  and  a  supervisor,  a  committee  to  investi- 
gate the  subject  of  arithmetic  in  our  schools  and  report  thereon. 
He  is  a  man  of  ability,  breadth  and  progression. 

Ex-Supervisor  K.  C.  Metcalf,  in  speaking  of  Mr.  Rafter,  says  : 
"  As  a  teacher  and  disciplinarian  and  as  an  administrator,  Mr. 
Rafter  ranks  with  the  best.  That  he  would  make  a  successful 
supervisor  of  schools  I  have  no  doubt  whatever.  He  is  a  good 
scholar,  and  has  scholarly  habits.  He  is  kind,  thoughtful,  and 
generous  to  his  associates,  loyal  to  his  superiors,  and  always  a 
gentleman." 

Ex-Supervisor  Sarah  Louise  Arnold  says  of  him  :  '■'■  Mr.  Rafter 
has  been  a  very  successful  master.  He  has  secured  the  coopera- 
tion of  his  teachers  and  has  created,  or  at  least  continued,  a  most 
loyal  spirit  in  the  school.  Students  and  teachers  are  glad  to 
work  with  and  for  Mr.  Rafter.  The  standard  in  the  school  has 
been  high  and  the  work  has  been  progressive." 

Dr.  S.  H.  Calderwood  in  speaking  of  him  says  :  "I  consider  him 
fitted  for  any  position  in  the  gift  of  the  school  board." 

Richard  C.  Humphreys  says  of  him  :  "  His  success  as  master  of 
the  Martin  School  is  a  guarantee  of  his  ability,  and  his  capacity  to 
deal  with  teachers." 

Ex-School  Committeeman  James  S.  Murphy  says  of  him  : 
"  When  I  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools  I 
persuaded  him  to  become  the  master  of  the  Comins,  and  later 
transferred  him  to  our  large  evening  school,  the  Franklin,  because 
I  wanted  his  assistance  towards  the  development  of  a  better 
system  of  work  in  said  schools.  I  always  found  Mr.  Rafter  a 
man  of  great  initiative  power.  His  discipline  was  the  best.  He 
was  a  good  teacher.     He  was  in  every  sense  a  gentleman." 

The  late  Ellis  Peterson  gives  him  the  credit  of  being  the  first 
to  draw  up  a  course  of  study  -for  an  evening  elementary  school, 
the  first  successfully  to  classify  the  pupils,  and  the  first  to  advo- 
cate an  examination  from  the  supervisors  at  the  termination  of 
the  year,  and  the  awarding  of  a  diploma  which  would  admit  the 
holder  without  examination  into  the  Evening  High  School. 

Rev.  William  F.  Gannon,  President  of  the  Boston  College,  says 
of  him:  "He  has  complete  familiarity  with  the  complex  public 
school  system  of  Boston,  and  is  thus  able  to  deal  promptly  and 
comprehensively  with  the  various  problems  of  the  school  depart- 
ment. He  is  progressive,  energetic,  and  has  a  strength  of  person- 
ality and  character  which  cannot  fail  to  arouse  and  hold  the 
confidence  and  respect  of  the  teaching  body." 
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Ex-Supervisor  George  H.  Martin  says  :  "He  is  qualified  to 
"render  efi&cient  service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Boston."

From  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
report  to  the  Board  a  nomination  for  the  office  of  Supervisor  in 
place  of  Mr.  George  H.  Martin,  resigned,  I  respectfully  dissent 
and  move  the  substitution  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  E.  Burke 
for  that  of  Mr.  Augustine  L.  Rafter. 

It  has  been  truthfully  said  that  the  one  great  purpose  for  which 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  exists  is  that  the  schools  may  at  all 
times  be  provided  with  none  but  the  best  teachers  obtainable. 

Under  the  rules  of  the  School  Committee,  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  called  upon  to  visit 
the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  regarding 
the  efficiency  of  the  teachers,  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  the 
observance  of  the  courses  of  study  and  the  gener^-l  condition  of 
the  schools.  They  are  to  give  written  opinions  on  educational 
questions  when  requested  by  the  Superintendent  or  the  School 
Board,  prepare  examination  papers,  hold  examinations  of  candi- 
dates and  grant  certificates  of  qualification,  confer  on  appoint- 
ments, and  pass  in  writing  on  every  proposition  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  text  book,  book  of  reference,  globe,  map,  or  chart. 

In  the  selection  of  a  Supervisor  it  would  be  perilous  to  experi- 
ment. If  we  are  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  excellence  among 
teacliers  and  pupils  we  must  insist  upon  expert  supervision.  This 
expert  supervision  includes,  among  other  qualities,  experience, 
and  the  inestimable  value  of  successful  experience  must  not  be 
ignored.  Mr.  Burke  is  an  expert  Supervisor.  For  thirteen  years 
he  has  been  qualifying  himself  for  just  such  a  position  as  we  are 
about  to  fill.  During  the  past  ten  years  he  has  been  at  the  head 
of  one  of  the  largest  school  systems  in  New  England.  He  has 
been  tried.  He  has  been  subjected  to  the  severest  tests.  He  has 
never  been  found  wanting.  He  is  conspicuously  and  preeminently 
the  best  equipped  of  all  those  who  presented  themselves  before 
your  special  committee  as  candidates  for  the  position  of  Super- 
visor. 

Therefore,  after  careful  consideration  and  review  of  the  evi- 
dence  of    qualifications   submitted   to   your  committee   by   the 
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various  candidates,  the  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  public  schools  of  Boston  will  be  promoted  by  the 
selection  of  Mr.  Burke.

manual  training. 

Evening  Schooh.  —  Evening  High  School,  inaugurated  upon 
Mr.  Burke's  recommendation  with  21  teachers  and  nearly  400 
pupils;  elementary  grades  with  1600  pupils  and  60  teachers.

Resolved^  That  this  Board  has  learned,  with  profound  regret,  Resolutions  on 
of  the  death  of  Ellis  Peterson,  who  was  elected  a  member  of  the  ^^^ath  of 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  time  of  its  organization  in  1876,  and  ^^^^^  Peterson 
held  that  position  by  successive  re-elections  until  his  retirement 
in   1902.     It  would  be  difficult  to  describe  adequately  all  that 
he  accomplished  in  the  way  of  progress  and  reform  during  his 
long  term  of  service.     While  his  knowledge  of  the  entire  school 
system  of  this  city  was  intimate  and  profound,  it  was  in  the  high 
schools  that  his  activities  were  mainly  exercised,  and  especially 
was   he   concerned    in    the    development   of    the  Evening   High 
School  —  now  called  the   Central  School  —  which  largely  owes 
its  excellence  in  organization  and  the  high  standard  of  its  instruc- 
tion to  Mr.  Peterson's  unremitting  care  and  guidance. 

He  was  also  largely  instrumental  in  introducing  the  subject  of 
physical  training  into  the  schools,  and  was  among  the  first  to 
recognize  its  importance  and  value  as  a  branch  of  the  school  cur- 
riculum. 

Although  reticent  in  speech  and  manner,  his  strength  of  char- 
acter, his  kindliness  of  heart,  his  devotion  to  duty,  his  singleness 
of  purpose,  impressed  themselves  upon  the  minds  of  all  who 
knew  him,  and  with  a  better  knowledge  of  the  man  came  an  ever 
increasing  appreciation  of  his  mental  strength  and  admiration  for 
his  moral  qualities.  For  more  than  twenty-six  years  he  passed,  a 
familiar  figure,  through  the  schools,  respected  and  esteemed  by 
all,  a  strong,  helpful,  kindly  man,  wise  in  counsel,  firm  in  convic- 
tion, faithful  in  service,  —  and  his  end  was  peace. 

Resolved^  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  in  full  upon  the 
records  of  this  Board,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  forwarded  to 
the  family  of  the  deceased  as  an  expression  of  sympathy  in  their 
great  bereavement.

Its    plan.       i\ir.     Hearst    proposes    to    send    a    team    of  school 
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boys  from  both  elementary  and  high  schools,  the  exact 
number  not  as  yet  determined  upon,  at  his  own  expense,  and 
esj>ecially  desires  the  approval  and  cooperation  of  the  public 
school  authorities  of  Boston.  He  has  arranged  to  send  teams 
from  the  public  schools  of  New  York,  Chicago,  San  Francisco, 
and  Los  Angeles.  The  members  of  the  team  are  to  be  selected 
by  the  school  officials  in  any  manner  agreeable  to  them,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  send  two  instructors,  one  from  an  elementary 
and  one  from  a  high  school  to  accompany  the  team.  Your 
committQe  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration  and  have 
voted  in  favor  of  the  plan.  The  most  serious  objection  which 
has  so  far  been  called  to  their  attention  is  that  the  proposition 
is  in  effect  an  advertising  scheme,  and  that  it  is  in  a  way  beneath 
the  dignity  of  the  Scliool  Board  to  allow  the  school  system 
to  be  used  for  any  such  purpose.  Your  committee  do  not  feel 
that  this  objection  is  a  fatal  one,  and  would  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  one  Boston  paper  has  presented  a  cup  for  the  baseball 
league  of  Boston  Grammar  Schools,  and  that  another  Boston 
paper  is  at  the  present  time  conducting  a  "  coupon  contest  "  for 
the  purpose  of  sending  both  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  Boston 
schools  to  tlie  St.  Louis  Exposition.  On  the  other  liand,  it  seems 
to  your  committee  that  there  are  distinct  advantages  to  be  gained 
from  acceptance  of  this  offer.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  games  take  place  during  vacation,  and  that  the  American 
has  signified  its  intention  of  sending  the  boys  in  any  events 
in  doing  which  they  are  clearly  within  their  legal  rights.  With- 
out the  cooperation  of  the  school  autlioritios  they  will  be  able  to 
select  their  team  solely  on  the  basis  of  athletic  proficiency,  and 
the  liigh  character  of  the  boys  will  not  be  made  the  basis  of 
choice  as  it  will  be  under  the  proposed  arrangement.  In  addition, 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  tlie  problem  of  school  athletics  appears 
to  be  one  in  wliich  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  school  author- 
ities and  the  pupils  is  most  desirable,  and  it  is  a  signilicant  fact 
that  in  the  present  case  a  large  majority  of  the  head  masters  of 
the  high  schools,  after  a  most  careful  consideration  of  tlie  sub- 
ject, are  in  favor  of  accepting  the  offer.  For  these  reasons  your 
committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

upon  the  matter,  at  which  the  interested  parties  and  their  wit-  [see  p.  157.] 

nesses  were  present  and  gave  their  evidence. 

It  appears  that  the  boy,  William  Kelcourse,  had  been  disorderly 
in  school  in  various  ways  and  for  a  long  period  of  time.  He  had 
been  repeatedly  cautioned  by  his  teacher,  and  subjected  to  different 
kinds  of  mild  punishment.  His  misconduct,  however,  continued, 
and  he  was  finally  called  up  by  his  teacher  one  afternoon  to 
receive  punishment  with  a  rattan.  He  peremptorily  refused  to 
permit  this  punishment  to  be  given,  however,  and  after  the 
teacher  had  reasoned  with  him  for  some  time  without  effect,  he 
was  allowed  to  go  home,  and  the  punishment  was  postponed. 

On  the  following  day  the  boy  was  again  found  disobeying  the 
injunctions  of  the  teacher.  The  case  was  then  reported  to  Mr. 
King,  the  master  of  the  school,  who  came  to  the  room  later  in 
the  day.  The  boy  was  summoned  into  the  dressing  room  and  was 
directed  by  Mr.  King  to  hold  out  his  hand  and  submit  to  a  punish- 
ment by  his  teacher.  This  he  repeatedly  refused  to  do,  and,  in 
order  to  bring  about  the  necessary  submission,  Mr.  King  inflicted 
six  or  seven  blows  with  a  rattan  upon  the  legs  of  the  boy.  He 
then  yielded,  and  a  moderate  punishment  upon  the  hands  was 
administered  by  his  teacher.  The  boy  went  back  to  his  desk,  and 
immediately  entered  into  a  drawing  lesson,  the  work  of  which  he 
accomplished  satisfactorily  and  without  difficulty,  and  did  not 
appear  to  have  been  injured  or  in  any  way  disabled  by  the 
punishment. 

This  committee  are  satisfied  that  Mr.  King  acted  in  the  matter 
^^  without  anger,  and   in  the  belief  that  the  measures  which  he 
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spirit  of  the  boy.  Nevertheless,  a  plain  violation  of  the  rules  of 
the  Board  was  knowingly  committed,  which  your  committee  be- 
lieve should  not  be  overlooked.  We  think,  however,  that  a  due 
regard  for  the  best  interests  of  all  parties,  as  well  as  for  the 
maintenance  of  discipline  in  this  school  and  in  the  department 
generally,  requires  that  the  matter  be  disposed  of  without  pub- 
licity, and  we  therefore  recommend  that  this  committee  be 
authorized  to  take  such  final  action  in  the  premises  as  may  seem 
to  them  expedient  without  further  report  to  this  Board.

Having  in  view  only  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  in  the 
administration  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  the  undersigned, 
members  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  report  to  the 
Board  candidates  for  the  positions  of  Superintendent  and  Super- 
visors, look  with  grave  concern  upon  any  attempt  to  remove  old 
and  long-tried  officials  without  sufficient  cause  stated  or  good 
reason  adduced. 

We  know  of  no  reason  why  the  present  Superintendent  should 
not  be  continued  in  the  office  which  he  has  long,  worthily  and 
honorably  filled.  On  the  contrary  we  subscribe  most  heartily  to 
the  estimate  of  William  H.  Maxwell,  the  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  the  City  of  New  York,  of  the  present  incumbent. 
Under  date  of  June  4,  1904,  Mr.  Maxwell  says  :  "  I  am  in  receipt 
of  your  letter  of  June  1st,  in  which  you  invite  me  to  submit 
to  you  the  names  of  such  persons  as  I  may  be  willing  to  recom- 
mend for  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Supervisor 
of  Schools  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"  In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  most  respectfully  the  name  of 
Edwin  P.  Seaver  for  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Mr. 
Seaver  is  the  present  incumbent  of  the  office,  and  I  sincerely  hope 
that,  for  the  sake  of  the  teaching  profession  .throughout  the 
country  and  for  the  sake  of  the  Boston  schools,  he  will  be 
re-elected.  I  have  known  Mr.  Seaver  and  his  work  for  over  twenty 
years.  There  is  no  superintendent  in  America  from  whom  1  have 
received  wiser  or  more  practical  counsel.  Many  of  tlie  reforms 
which  I  have  attempted  to  carry  out  in  New  York  have  resulted 
from  conversations  with  Mr,  Seaver,  from  an  inspection  of  the 
schools  he  supervises,  or  from  reading  his  official  reports  and 
publislied  addresses. 

"I  have  great  admiration  for  the  Boston  schools  and  their 
teaching  force.  In  my  visits  to  that  city  I  have  always  found 
tliat  Mr.  Seaver  possessed  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the 
best  elements  among  his  teachers.  I  believe  that  if  Mr.  Seaver 
had,  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  possessed  more  power 
in  the  administration  of   the  schools,    particularly   with   regard 
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to  the  appointment  and  promotion  of  teachers,  the  schools  would 
be  now  in  even  better  condition  than  they  are. 

"  I  should  regard  a  successful  attempt  to  displace  Mr.  Seaver 
as  an  injury,  not  merely  to  Boston,  but  to  the  public  schools 
of  the  country." 

We,  therefore,  think  that  the  committee  should  report  for 
re-election  to  the  office  of  Superintendent,  Mr.  Edwin  P.  Seaver, 
who,  during  his  long  tenure  has  demonstrated  his  thorough 
competency  to  continue  successfully  the  performance  of  the 
duties  which  he  has  so  admirably  discharged  in  the  past.

As  one  of  the  committee  of  five  appointed  to  nominate  a  suita- 
ble candidate  for  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Boston,  I  have 
the  honor  to  nominate,  for  that  office,  Mr.  George  H.  Conley.  Mr. 
Conley  was  born  in  Lowell,  in  this  Commonwealth,  Oct.  11,  1853. 
He  has  been  one  of  the  Supervisors  of  our  schools  since  1886,  and 
is  well  known  to  the  members- of  this  Board.  Before  coming  to 
Boston  he  was  engaged  as  teacher  and  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  his  native  city.  On  leaving  that  city  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  Supervisor  here  the  Lowell  School  Board,  on  March  29, 
1886,  passed  resolutions  of  sincere  regret  upon  his  resignation  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  among  those  resolutions  is  the 
following  statement: 

"  Eesohed^  That  we  recognize  the  ability  and  faithfulness  with 
which  he  has  served  the  schools  of  our  city. 

"  With  enthusiasm  regulated  by  wisdom,  and  a  zeal  moderated 
by  prudence,  he  stepped  into  the  difficult  place  made  vacant  by 
the  death  of  the  lamented  Superintendent  Morrill,  and  has  suc- 
ceeded in  far  more  than  realizing  the  expectations  of  his  friends. 

"  With  patient  yet  persistent  perseverance  he  has  labored 
to  secure  every  possible  object  that  promised  the  improvement  of 
our  schools.  *  *  *  Progressive  in  his  views,  he  has  taken  no 
step  and  secured  no  changes  that  have  not  operated  to  the  great 
advantage  to  the  schools.  With  rare  tact  he  has  succeeded  in 
"Winning  the  profound  respect  of  our  teachers  and  created  in  their 
hearts  a  greater  degree  of  enthusiasm  for  their  work." 

In  1893,  Mr.  Conley  was  appointed  to  a  position  on  the  State 
Board  of  P]ducation  by  the  late  (iovenor  Uussell,  The  Boston 
Herald  said  of  him  then,  among  other  things:  "In  the  latter 
capacity  (meaning  Supervisor  of  the  Public   Schools  of  Boston) 
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he  has  shown  an  aptitude,  progressiveness  and  toleration  of 
spirit  which  have  commended  him  to  all  classes  and  creeds,  and 
have  gained  for  him  an  indorsement  of  repeated  re-elections  in 
which  the  support  has  come  from  no  distinctive  faction  or 
denomination." 

Mr.  C.  B.  Tillinghast  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Conley,  dated  Feb.  5, 
1901,  in  speaking  of  the  annual  report  which  Mr.  Conley  prepared 
for  the  Board  of  Education,  says  that  it  has  "attracted  more  gen- 
eral attention  and  will  have  more  far-reaching  effects  than  any 
report  that  the  Board  has  issued  during  the  quarter  of  a  century 
in  which  I  have  been  familiar  with  it.  While  it  shows  the  fruits 
of  ripe  scholarship  tempered  by  wide  experience  in  dealing  with 
the  relations  of  teacher  and  pupil,  and  the  live  educational  topics 
of  the  day-electives  and  manual  training,  it  is  the  foresight  with 
which  it  grasps  and  proposes  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  normal 
schools,  and  its  firm  statement. of  the  relation  of  taxation  to  the 
common  schools  that  will  command  the  widest  attention  of  the 
educator  and  taxpayer.     *    *     * 

"  This  report  places  the  Board  of  Education  with  clarion  clear- 
ness upon  the  right  side  of  the  attempt  to  take  from  the  City  of 
Boston  a  large  sum  of  money  annually,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  schools,  but  to  reduce  the  taxation  of  other 
portions  of  the  State. 

"  I  am  sure  that  those  who  havfe  the  especial  care  of  the  Bos- 
ton schools  as  well  as  the  taxpayers  generally  will  appreciate  the 
unequivocal  position  which  the  Board  has  taken,  and  the  further 
fact  that  the  logical  statement  of  this  position  is  due  to  your 
courage,  tact,  foresight  and  wisdom." 

President  Caroline  Hazard  of  Wellesley  College  in  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Conley  of  June  7,  1904,  says  :  "  A  person  who  has  had  your 
experience  on  the  State  Board  of  Education,  as  well  as  your 
experience  in  school  work,  I  am  sure  ought  to  make  an  excel- 
lent Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in  Boston.!' 

Mr.  Franklin  Carter,  ex-president  of  Williams  College,  says  of 
Mr,  Conley:  "His  familiarity  with  the  schools  of  Boston  and 
his  mastery  of  the  workings  of  the  State  system  should  commend 
him  most  favorably  for  the  office  of  Sui)erintendent  of  Public 
Schools  in  Boston,  should  a  change  be  made  in  this  position.  It 
seems  to  me  that  in  view  of  his  long  and  faithful  service  it  would 
be  the  deserved  promotion  of  a  worthy  public  officer  if  he 
could  be  advanced  to  this  position." 

Kate  Gannett  Wells  in  a  letter  to  him  has  these  expressions: 
"When  questions  of  school  discipline  have  arisen,  you  have 
always  been  impartial  in  your  judgments  and  the  various  changes 
in  subjects  and  methods  which  have  come  about  through  your 
initiative,  have  won  my  hearty  admiration  and  have  been  of 
great  service  to  the  normal  schools. 
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"Truly,  your  frankness  and  courage,  your  unfailing  courtesy, 
and  your  wide  range  of  knowledge  are  of  exceptional  importance 
in  any  school  work,  and  are  rare  gifts. 

"  No  one  could  be  truer  to  his  own  faith  and  yet  more  abso- 
lutely just  to  others  than  yourself. 

"  Pardon  my  writings©  frankly,  but  I  just  want  to  tell  you  how 
strongly  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  keenness  of  your  insight, 
the  justice  of  your  decisions,  and  your  freedom  from  any  personal 
bias." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  from  my  observations  on  the  School  Board 
and  in  the  school  room  that  we  need  just  such  a  man  as 
Mr.  Conley  in  office  of  Superintendent  of  Schools.  He  is  young, 
active,  and  progressive.  The  schools  need  frequent  visita- 
tions by  the  real  Superintendent  of  Schools.  In  my  opinion  it  is 
necessary  that  the  Superintendent  visit  our  teachers  in  the  class- 
rooms where  the  teachers  will  see  and  understand  that  the 
appointing  power  knows  them  not  only  from  report  but  also 
from  personal  observation.

I  am  compelled,  for  the  reasons  hereinafter  stated,  to  dis- 
approve your  order  of  July  12,  current,  transferring  $12,694.27 
from  the  appropriation  for  "  Salaries  and  Necessary  P^xpenses, 
Schoolhouse  Commission,''  to  the  appropriation  for  "Salaries  of 
Instructors,"  and  your  order  of  the  same  date  authorizing  the 
spending  of  $8,000  to  carry  on  the  summer  schools  during  the 
vacation  period. 

On  July  5,  1904,  the  city  was  obliged  to  pay  an  execution  of 
court  amounting  to  .$4,008.60.  The  execution  was  issued  by 
the  court  on  account  of  land  taken  for  the  necessary  enlargement 
of  the  Bigelow  School-house  lot,  and  payment  must  be  made  from 
some  school  fund.  The  city  is  recjuired  to  pay  all  executions  of 
court  as  soon  as  received,  even  if  there  is  no  specific  appropri- 
ation from  whicli  it  can  be  ])aid  —  in  which  case  the  City  Treas- 
urer is  ro<iuired  to  pay  it  from  any  money  in  his  custody  ;  and  it 
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then  becomes  the  duty  of  the  officials  having  the  power  to  make 
appropriations  to  provide  for  meeting  the  deficit. 

It  was  intended  that  this  land  be  paid  for  from  the  balance 
remaining  from  the  appropriation  for  "School-houses"  at  the 
time  the  land  was  taken;  but,  owing  to" a  disagreement  among 
the  heirs  of  the  estate  to  which  the  land  belonged,  the  payment 
was  delayed  for  nearly  two  years,  and  in  the  meantime  it  was 
found  necessary  to  spend  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  in 
order  to  properly  finish  up  the  various  school-houses  started  by 
the  School  Committee,  all  of  which  were  to  be  paid  for  from  the 
appropriation  for  '' School-houses. '^ 

The  Law  Department  has  repeatedly  ruled  since  the  passage 
of  Stat.  1901,  Chap.  473,  that  the  City  Council  cannot  legally 
make  any  loan  appropriation  for  school  sites  or  buildings,  other 
than  those  provided  for  in  that  act,  —  the  amount  which  the  city 
can  expend  for  that  purpose  from  loans  being  thus  limited. 

It  is  impossible  to  charge  the  execution  to  the  loan  fund  pro- 
vided by  Stat.  1901,  Chap.  473,  for  that  act  requires  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  to  expend  the  appropriation  provided  thereby  "  to 
construct  and  furnish,  and  prepare  yards  for,  such  normal  and 
other  new  school  buildings  as  prior  to  the  year  1902  shall  be 
determined  by  said^board  to  be  required  at  that  date  for  the 
accommodation  of  school  children,  in  addition  to  the  school 
buildings  heretofore  contracted  for.'"  The  Bigelow  School-house 
was  one  of  the  school  buildings  "heretofore  contracted  for,"  and 
therefore  no  expense  in  connection  with  it  can  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  provided  by  Stat.  1901,  Chap.  473. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  loan  fund  from  which  this  appropriation 
can  be  paid,  and  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to 
make  any  appropriation  to  meet  the  deficit.  The  duty  of  meeting 
it  therefore  rests  upon  the  School  Committee, 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  Treasurer,  before  the  end  of 
the  financial  year,  to  take  this  money  out  of  sonje  school  appro- 
priation ;  and  unless  the  $-1,008.66  is  transferred  now  by  the 
Scliool  Committee  from  some  existing  appropriation,  there  seems 
to  be  no  way  of  avoiding  the  taking  of  this  amount  by  the  City 
Treasurer  from  the  regular  school  appropriation. 

I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  —  because  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  —  that  out  of  the  $12,094.27  you  approi)riate  the  sum 
of  $4,008.66  to  meet  this  execution.  An  order  transferring  the 
remainder  to  the  appropriation  for  "Salaries  of  Instructors," 
and  an  order  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  $8,000  from  that 
appropriation  to  carry  on  the  summer  schools  during  the  vacation 
period,  may  be  passed  at  the  same  time,  and  thus  both  exigencies 
can  be  met.  We  are  all  earnestly  in  favor  of  the  summer  schools; 
but  we  must  pay  the  obligations  which  the  city  has  necessarily 
incurred. 
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It  is  with  great  reluctance  that  I  suggest  an  immediate  meeting 
of  the  School  Committee  to  carry  out  these  suggestions,  and  thus 
not  only  provide  for  the  payment  of  this  execution,  but  also 
ensure  the  whole  success  of  the  summer  schools.

I  return  without  my  approval,  and  for  further  serious  considera-  salary,  Direc- 
tion, your  Order  No.  1  (School  Document  No.  5,  1904)  as  amended  tor  of  Music. 
September  13,  current,  by  increasing  the  salary  of  the  Director  of 
Music  from  $3,000  to  $3,600  a  year. 

By  Section  5  of  Chapter  241,  Acts  of  1875,  the  School  Com- 
mittee may  tlx  the  salaries,  but  it  is  expressly  stipulated  that 
"  the  salaries  established  at  the  commencement  of  the  school 
year  shall  not  be  increased  during  such  year.'"  The  salary  of  the 
Director  of  Music  was  fixed  at  ^3,000  foji  the  school  year  begin- 
ning Sept.  1,  1904,  and  ending  August  31,  1905.  How  then  can 
you  legally  increase  it  thirteen  days  after  the  year  has  begun  to 
run?  When  the  schedule  of  salaries  was  legally  considered  and 
established  in  June  last,  this  increase  was  voted  down,  and  it  is 
too  late  now  to  revive  it. 

Moreover,  I  am  emphatically  of  opinion  that  the  proposed 
increase  is  ill-judged  at  this  time,  and  that  the  Director  is  already 
receiving  most  liberal  compensation  for  the  service  rendered. 

The  school  establishment,  as  the  appended  statements  show,  is 
enormously  expensive,  perhaps  the  most  expensive  in  the  whole 
world  ;  it  is  a  very  severe  tax  upon  the  resources  of  our  people  ; 
and  there  is  a  sensation  in  the  community  that  we  are  not  getting 
anything  like  "our  money's  worth  ''  in  educational  results.  Some 
•ane  and  serious  attempt  should  be  made  by  your  Committee  to 
reduce  the  system  to  a  practical  and  economical  basis,  for  in  pre- 

ailing  industrial  and  economic  conditions,  the  citizens  of  Boston 
cannot  afford  to  pay  what  you  are  si)ending,  nor  would  the  pres- 
ent expenditure  be  justified  under  any  conditions. 

I  most  earnestly  recommend,  in  advance  of  the  passage  of  the 
I    next  year's  appropriation  bill,  an  entire  overhauling  of  the  school 
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system,  a  return  to  essential  and  useful  studies  only,  and  the 
practice  of  economies  by  which  a  vast  reduction  in  expenditure 
may  be  made.

Chapter  XXIX. 
Educational  Centres. 

Section  360.  Educational  Centres  for  adults  and  for  such 
minors  as  are  not  attending  the  evening  schools  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  be  established  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Extended  Use  of  School  Buildings,  which  committee  shall  have 
the  general  management  and  supervision  of  such  Educational  Cen- 
tres, and  shall  prescribe  the  subjects  to  be  taught  therein.

Sect.  303.  Tlie  text  books  used  in  the  Educational  Centres 
shall  bo  only  such  as  are  upon  the  "  Authorized  List."  The  sev- 
eral principals  shall  be  responsible  for  all  books  and  other  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  city  in  use  in  their  respective  schools. 

Sect.  364.  The  instructors  in  Educational  Centres  shall  be 
principals,  first  assistants,  and  assistants.  Principals  shall  be 
appointed  in  June.  Besides  the  principal,  each  Educational  Cen- 
tre shall  bo  entitled  to  one  instructor  for  every  twenty  pupils  in 
attendance,  and  an  additional  instructor  for  a  majority  fraction 
thereof.     Of  the  quota  of  instructors  herein  allowed,  one   lir&t 
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assistant  may  be  appointed  in  each  industrial  subject  having  an 
average  nightly  attendance  of  at  least  sixty  pupils  and  employing 
simultaneously  at  least  three  teachers,  and  in  addition  to  the 
number  so  appointed,  one  additional  first  assistant  may  be 
appointed  for  each  two  hundred  pupils  in  average  nightly  attend- 
ance for  the  entire  school.  Instructors  shall  be  dismissed  at  the 
close  of  any  month  when  the  attendance  shall  have  fallen  below 
the  number  authorizing  their  employment. 

No  female  teacher  of  a  public  day  school  in  Boston  shall  serve 
in  the  Educational  Centres,  except  as  secretary,  more  than  three 
evenings  a  week. 

Sect.  365.  The  salaries  of  instructors  in  the  Educational 
Centres  shall  be  at  a  fixed  rate  per  evening  of  actual  service. 

Sect.  366.  Tlie  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  the  general 
management  of  the  Educational  Centre.  He  may  discharge  a 
pupil  for  disobedience  or  improper  conduct ;  and  such  pupil  shall 
not  be  readmitted  without  the  consent  of  the  committee  in 
charge.  He  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the  Superintendent, 
on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
the  month  following  that  covered  by  such  report.  He  shall  keep 
an  exact  record  of  the  attendance  of  every  pupil,  and  once  each 
month  shall  report  the  average  number  belonging  and  the  average 
attendance  to  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  notify  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  in  charge  when  the  average  number  reported 
requires  the  discontinuance  of  the  Educational  Centre,  or  the 
dismissal  of  any  instructor, 

Sect.  367.  Public  examinations  or  exhibitions  may  be  held  at 
the  close  of  the  season,  with  the  consent  of  the  committee  in 
charge. 

Sect.  368.  Certificates  of  proficiency  may  be  awarded  by  the 
committee  in  charge  to  pupils  satisfactorily  completing  the 
course  of  instruction  in  any  subject.  Certificates  shall  be  signed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Extended  Use  of  School 
Buildings  and  by  the  principal  of  the  Educational  Centre. 

Sect.  369.  The  Educational  Centres  shall  be  governed  by  the 
Regulations  of  the  School  Committee,  other  than  those  contained 
in  this  chapter,  so  far  as  the  s?iine  are  applicable.

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  the 
order  of  the  School  Committee  are  manifestly  intended  to  be  read 
together.  Thus  taken,  the  purpose  seems  to  be  to  transfer  ^'an 
unexpended  balance  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  (•*£;3,500)  remain- 
ing from  the  vacation  school  appropriation  "  to  the  maintenance  of 
Educational  Centres,  and  to  appropriate  "  an  additional  sum  of 
six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)"  for  the  Jatter  object. 

Whether  the  sum  of  $3,500  is  intended  to  form  part  of  the 
$6,000  is  not  clear,  and  if  it  were,  the  order  does  not  transfer  or 
appropriate  it. 

But  there  is  no  $3,500  remaining  of  the  money  set  aside  for 
vacation  schools.  On  October  1,  current,  there  was  a  balance  of 
s2,435.06,  against  at  least  part  of  whicli  there  are  outstanding 
claims  incurred  by  you.  How  mucli  remains  to  be  carried  into 
the  needy  sinking  fund,  or  devoted  to  pressing  needs  of  public 
lUtility,  cannot  be  accurately  figured  now  and  here. 
P  Yet,  if  any  balance  tliat  may  stand  to  the  credit  of  vacation 
schools  is  intended  by  you  to  make  part  of    the  $6,000   "addi- 
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tional "  for  Educational  Centres,  you  do  not  provide  in  the  order 
out  of  what  fund  the  net  balance  is  to  come.  It  must  come,  of 
course,  out  of  some  school-maintenance  appropriation,  for  it 
cannot  be  found  outside;  and  you  must  indicate  in  clear  terms  to 
the  Auditor  from  what  source  you  intend  to  divert  it. 

I  pass  no  judgment  on  the  object  for  which  this  appropriation 
is  deemed  to  be  of  civic  good.  The  zeal,  tempered  with  wisdom 
and  guided  by  conscience,  of  my  fellow-citizens  who  have  special 
studies  and  special  duties  in  public  work,  all  our  people  gratefully 
appreciate.  But  the  serious  fact  faces  us  all,  that,  in  general, 
departments  center  their  thoughts  and  energies  in  their  separate 
work,  and  are  ambitious  to  extend  it  into  a  wider  usefulness;  and, 
in  their  enthusiasm,  they  sometimes  forget  that  there  is  an 
overworked  paymaster. 

We  are  spending  too  much  money.  I  know,  personally  and 
officially,  where  not  less  than  $20,000,000  could  be  profitably 
spent  within  the  next  three  years,  outside  of  what  can  be  raised 
by  the  tax  levy  and  what  we  are  authorized  to  borrow — but  I 
know  we  cannot  afford  it.  We  are  already  spending  all  we  can 
afford.

The  Washington  School-house  is  the  largest  elementary  school  pointment  of 

building  in  New  England.     It  is  five  stories  high;  contains  thirty-  ^^J^^*^.^^,

two  class-rooms,  an  assembly  hall,  gymnasium   and   baths.     Its  school-house. 

heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  is  of  the  most  modern  and 
complete  type,  equal  in  every  respect  to  that  installed  in  high 
school  buildings,  and  requires  for  its  operation  the  services  of  a 
thoroughly  competent,  skilful  and  responsible  man.  This  build- 
ing represents  an  expenditure  of  nearly  $400,000  and  accommo- 
dates over  1,800  children.  It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  a  great 
responsibility  rests  upon  this  Board  in  the  appointment  of  a 
janitor,  and  that  it  is  bound  to  exercise  extreme  care  in  the 
selection  of  a  proper  person  for  the  position. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  established  policy  of  this  Board 
to  recognize  long  and  faithful  service  on  the  part  of  janitors 
by  promoting  competent  and  efficient  men,  from  time  to  time? 
as  opportunity  occurs.  This  course  has  resulted  in  a  dis- 
tinct improvement  in  the  morale  and  efficiency  of  the  janitor 
service,  and  has  induced  men  of  the  highest  type  to  enter  such 
employment  at  low  salaries  with  the  expectation  of  being 
promoted  should  their  qualifications  entitle  them  to  such 
consideration.  For  example,  a  janitor  has  recently  been 
appointed  at  a  salary  of  but  $630  per  annum,  who  holds 
a  first  class  engineer's  license  which  permits  him  to  have 
charge  of,  and  to  operate,  any  steam  plant,  and  who  is  well 
qualified  to  take  charge  of  any  school  building  in  this  city.  Such 
a  man  would  not,  of  course,  for  one  moment  consider  entering 
the  service  on  so  small  a  salary  were  it  not  for  his  belief  that  he 
is  morally  assured  of  future  promotion.  A  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Scliool  Houses  now  propose  to  depart  from  this  policy 
and  to  place  in  a  new  and  most  important  position  a  man  who 
has  no  particular  qualifications  for  the  position,  that  the  under- 
signed can  discover,  in  preference  to  promoting  some  janitor 
already  in  the  service  of  proved"  efficiency  and  faithful  service. 
The  candidate  recommended  by  the  majority  is  a  man  fifty-eiglit 
years  of  age  who  has  had  absolutely  no  experience  as  a  janitor 
excepting  as  he  himself  says  "as  porter  in  a  liquor  store."  He  has, 
however,  had  some  twenty  years'  experience  as  a  fireman  in  a 
[mercantile  l^uilding  in  this  city  at  a  salary  of  $40  per  month  and 
jroom  rent,  and  during  the  illness  and  consequent  absence  of 
itho  engineer  was  permitted  to  take  entire  charge  of  the  plant, 
lalthough  lie  did  not  hold  even  a  special  license  permitting  him  to 
jdo  so.  About  nine  months  ago  the  owners  of  tliis  building  put 
fin  a  new  and  improved  heating  plant,  and  Mr.  Harrington,  who 
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had  been  employed  in  that  building  for  twenty  years  or  more, 
was  dismissed,  and  the  new  plant  placed  in  charge  of  a  regularly 
certified  engineer. 

Mr.  Harrington  has  presented  to  the  Committee  on  School 
Houses  a  special  license  which  has  recently  been  granted  him  to 
have  charge  of,  and  operate,  the  steam  plant  in  the  Washington 
School-house;  but  to  the  manner  in  which  the  license  appears  to 
have  been  obtained  the  undersigned  desire  to  call  attention. 
Section  82  of  Chapter  102  of  the  Revised  Laws  reads:  "  A  person 
who  desires  to  have  charge  of  or  to  operate  a  particular  steam 
plant  or  type  of  plant  may,  if  he  files  with  his  application  a 
written  request  signed  by  the  owner  or  user  of  said  plant  for 
such  examination,  be  examined  as  to  his  competence  for  such 
service  and  no  other,  and  if  found  competent  and  trustworthy 
shall  be  granted  a  license  for  such  service  and  no  other."  So  far 
as  the  undersigned  are  informed  no  such  request  for  an  examina- 
tion of  Mr.  Harrington  has  been  made  by  this  Board,  nor  by  any 
sub-committee  of  this  Board  having  jurisdiction. 

The  undersigned  object  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Harrington: 

First. —  Because  it  is  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  promotion 
which  has  been  established  several  years,  and  will  tend  to  de- 
moralize the  janitor  service. 

Second. —  Because  we  do  not  believe  that  a  man  fifty-eight  years 
old,  with  no  previous  experience  in  our  service,  is  a  proper  per- 
son to  put  in  such  an  important  position  in  preference  to  a  man 
of  proved  efficiency  and  faithfulness,  or  a  man  examined  and  cer- 
tified by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and  who  holds  a  regular 
engineer's  license. 

Third. —  Because  the  manner  in  which  he  obtained  the  license 
which  he  holds  appears  to  be  in  violation  of  the  law,  as  explained 
above. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  position  be  filled  prefer- 
ably by  the  promotion  of  a  competent  man  already  employed  by 
this  Board,  and  in  order  that  the  terms  of  the  following  order 
adopted  by  this  Board  at  its  meetirg  of  .Ian.  5,  1004,  viz.: 

'"Ordered.,  That  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  are 
hereby  instructed  to  recommend  such  promotions  or 
transfers  of  janitors,  assistant  janitors  and  engineers 
as  will  result,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  without 
causing  injustice  to  the  persons  affected,  and  without 
detriment  to  the  service,  in  no  building  (excepting  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School-house)  being  under  the 
responsible  charge  for  its  entire  janitor  service  of  more 
than  one  individual;  provided,  however,  that  all  such 
promotions  and  transfers  shall  take  effect  not  later  than 
January  1,  1005.'^ 
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may  be  complied  with,  w^  recommend  that  Charles  J.  Hurlbert, 
assistant  janitor  of  the  Girls'  High  School-house,  be  transferred 
to  the  janitorship  of  the  Washington  School-house.  Mr.  Hurl- 
bert is  a  man  in  the  prime  of  life,  able  and  energetic;  has  had 
eighteen  years'  experience  in  his  present  position;  and  is  at 
present  in  charge  of  a  steam  plant  similar  to  that  installed  in  the 
Washington  School-house.  His  record  is  without  a  blemish;  he 
has  proved  himself  capable  and  trustworthy,  and  a  safe  man  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  incident  to  the  position  for  which  we 
recommend  him.

There  are  two  rooms  also  occupied  by  kindergarten  classes,  the 
pupils  of  the  two  classes  numbering  56.  They  find  it  is  possible 
to  place  all  the  kindergarten  children  in  one  room,  the  larger  of 
the  two,  and  thereby  give  the  smaller,  which  would  accommodate 
30  pupils'  desks,  to  the  children  of  the  first  grade.  This  grade, 
it  is  understood,  makes  up  the  increased  number  of  pupils. 

If  the  above  changes  are  not  considered  practicable,  they  would 
recommend  the  utilizing  of  the  vacant  room  in  the  Norcross  School 
building.  Information  from  the  teachers  is  to  the  effect  that 
there  are  no  pupils  outside  looking  for  admittance.  From  the  above 
facts,  as  set  forth,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  question  whether  the 
exigencies  of  the  case  demand  a  portable  building  for  the  Cyrus 
Alger  School  at  the  present  time.

schedule  of  salaries  for  instructors  for  the  school  year  ending 
August  31,  1905,  no  such  schedule  having  been  as  yet  established. 

By  section  5  of  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1875  it  is 
provided  that  your  committee  may  fix  the  compensation  of 
teachers,  but  that  the  salaries  established  at  the  commencement 
of  each  school  year  shall  not  be  increased  during  such  year.  If 
the  statute  means  that  salaries  can  be  established  only  at  the 
exact  moment  the  school  year  commences  it  could  not  be  com- 
plied vrith,  as  the  school  year  ends  at  midnight  of  August  31,  and 
the  next  year  commences  the  exact  moment  of  time  that  the  last 
ended.  I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  this  statute,  like  many 
others,  is  simply  directory.  Under  it,  it  is  the  duty  of  your 
Board  to  establish  the  salaries  for  the  ensuing  school  year  either 
just  before  or  shortly  after  the  year  begins.  If,  as  you  assume  in 
your  question,  no  salaries  have  been  established  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  I  think  you  can  legally  establish  them  now. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  statutes  which  in  terms  require 
that  certain  bodies  shall  do  certain  things  at  certain  times,  but  it 
has  been  uniformly  decided  that  if  they  do  not  attend  to  their 
duties  at  the  designated  time  that  they  can  perform  them  at  a 
subsequent  date. 

I  do  not  mean  by  this  opinion  to  decide  that  salaries  have  not 
already  been  established  in  some  cases  for  the  school  year.  I 
understand  that  in  some  cases  they  have,  and  such  salaries  cannot 
be  increased  this  year.  My  answer  only  applies  to  such  salaries 
as  have  not  already  been  established. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  salary  or  salaries  are  increased  by 
a  salary  order  passed  at  the  present  time  such  increase  would  not 
be  retroactive  ;  such  increase  could  only  apply  to  the  balance  of 
the  school  year. 

Taking  this  section  of  the  Boston  school  act  in  connection  with 
the  Revised  Laws  as  interpreted  by  our  courts,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  as  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  teacher 
under  the  Revised  Laws  is  to  p9,y  him  the  salary  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  School  Committee,  and  such  salary  is  divided  into 
monthly  parts,  when  the  teacher  receives  his  pay  for  the  month 
of  September  at  the  rate  of  salary  fixed  the  previous  year  any 
subsequent  action  of  the  School  Committee  cannot  give  him 
the  right  to  recover  against  the  city  any  additional  sum  for  that 
month's  pay.  That  is,  a  salary  schedule  if  passed  at  this  time  or 
later  should  fix  the  salaries  for  the  balance  of  the  school  year.  It 
cannot  be  retroactive  and  increase  salaries  for  such  parts  of  the 
school  year  as  have  already  been  paid  and  receijjted  for.

to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts,  and  in  so  doing  wish  janitor  of 
to  say  that  whatever  may  be  stated  in  this  letter  is  done  in  the  Washington 
most  respectful  manner,  without  any  attempt  to  dictate  or  inter- 
fere in  the  affairs  of  your  Honorable  Board,  but  to  enter  a 
straightforward,  respectful  appeal  to  you  to  guard  our  interests, 
and  to  fulfill  promises  which  have  been  made  to  us  by  various 
committees  having  in  charge  our  branch  of  the  service. 

First. — We  will  say  that  this  letter  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  our  association,  which  represents  over  80  per  cent,  of 
the  men  in  the  service. 

For  the  last  three  years  we  have  been  assured  by  various  Com- 
mittees on  School  Houses  that  all  vacancies  would  be  filled  by  pro- 
motion, according  to  merit  and  seniority. 

The  following  is  the  last  notice  received  from  the  present  Com- 
mittee on  School  Houses: 

"  Voted,  That  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian  be  authorized  to 
notify  all  janitors  that  the  policy  of  recommending  the  promotion 
of  janitors  who  have  rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service  to 
higher  paid  positions  as  opportunities  occur,  will  be  continued  by 
the  present  committee." 

That  we  have  performed  our  duty  in  a  satisfactory  manner  is  a 
matter  of  record  in  the  archives  of  your  Board.  We  have 
received  letters  of  commendation  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  School  Houses ;  also  a  commendation  from  former  Super- 
intendent Seaver.  And  if  you  will  refer  "to  School  Document 
No.  2  of  1903,  p.  15,  you  will  find  the  following: 

"  The  janitors  in  addition  to  their  willingness  to  assist  the 
committee  in  keeping  the  buildings  supplied  with  fuel,  rendered 
good  service  in  using  it  as  economically  as  possible,  and  there  is 
little  doubt  but  that,  as  a  result  of  their  efforts,  a  saving  was 
made  of,  at  least,  one  thousand  tons  of  coal,  representing  a  cash 
value  of  $10,000." 

The  i)articular  case  in  which  we  are  so  vitally  interested  is  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  John  F.  Harrington  to  the  Washington  School. 

We  feel  that,  if  you  confirm  this  appointment,  your  Board  at 
once  allows  a  man  who  has  had  no  special  training  for  the  work 
to  step  into  one  of  the  most  important  janitorships  within  the 
power  of  your  Board  to  bestow.  A  man  even  without  a  license 
(at  tlie  time  of  his  appointment),  without  which  not  one  of  us  in 
the  service  could  have  obtained  an  appointment.  And  we  feel, 
and  feel  deeply,  that  this  is  being  done  to  our  detriment  and  to 
the  detriment  of  the  service.

We  assure  you  that  we  have  served  your  Board  faithfully  and 
well,  and  if  you  confirm  this  appointment  our  just  dues  are  being 
withheld  from  us.  We  wish  to  disclaim  any  personal  feeling 
against  Mr.  Harrington,  and  we  question  if  any  member  of  our 
association  knows  him. 

Is  there  a  large  corporation  doing  business  in  our  city  which 
would  select  for  one  of  its  most  important  positions  a  man  un- 
trained, unskilled,  and  without  any  previous  experience  in  that 
business,  and  pass  by  a  number  of  capable,  faithful  employees 
who  were  seeking  promotion? 

It  is  customary  to  inform  janitors,  on  entering  the  service,  that 
they  must  begin  with  a  small  salaried  school-house  and  seek  pro- 
motion by  faithful  service. 

Would  it  not  be  well  for  Mr.  Harrington  to  enter  the  service 
under  similar  conditions? 

Therefore  we,  members  of  the  Janitors'  Association  of  the 
Boston  Public  Schools,  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  request 
your  Honorable  Board  to  reject  the  nomination  of  John  F. 
Harrington  as  janitor  of  the  Washington  School,  and  substitute 
therefor  the  name  of  some  janitor  already  in  the  service. 

We  trust,  as  before  stated,  your  Honorable  Board  will  receive 
this  request  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  written;  and  we  assure 
you  that  we  desire  only  what  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
service,  which  we  know  both  our  association  and  yourselves  are 
anxious  to  maintain.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

I  return  without  my  approval  that  portion  of  your  order  of 
October  25,  1904,  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Instructor  of  Military 
Drill  at  the  rate  of  82,500  per  annum  for  the  year  ending  August 
31,  1905. 

The  salary  of  $2,000  now  attached  to  that  office,  is  in  my  judg- 
ment liberal  compensation  for  the  character  and  amount  of  ser- 
vice rendered.  It  is  a  service  that  any  competent  militia  officer 
is  capable  of  performing  ;  it  is  simple  drill,  and  is  in  no  sense  a 
military  education  in  the  art  of  war. 

By  your  drill  schedule  for  1903-04  I  find  that  the  actual  instruc- 
tion called  for  on  each  of  five  days  in  the  week  during  the  school 
term  does  not  amount  to  three  hours  ;  while,  including  the  time 
for  instruction  and  going  from  place  to  place,  the  day's  work 
of  the  instructor  is  finished  at  from  2  to  2.15  P.M.  For  this  ser- 
vice, rendered  during  only  some  months  of  the  year,  the  iustructor 
now  receives  $2,000  a  year,  which  is  more  than  the  average  pay 
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of  a  captain  in  the  regular  army  after  years  of  service  at  the 
Academy  and  as  a  subaltern.  Such  an  officer  must  be  fit  to  com- 
mand a  brigade  or  division  in  time  of  war.  The  army  officer  has 
to  furnish  his  own  uniform  and  equipment,  and  has  to  give  his 
whole  time  to  the  service  —  perhaps  not  seeing  his  home  for 
years  —  and  is  subject  to  all  the  dangers  of  war  and  pestilence. 
Moreover,  he  must  be  accomplished  in  everything  relating  to  the 
art  of  war,  of  which  the  mere  drilling  of  boys  is  but  an  insignifi- 
cant part.  It  is  true  that  he  receives  rations  and  quarters  —  such 
as  they  may  be  —  but  these  are  offset  in  cost  by  uniform  and 

►  equipment,  not  to  count  other  expenses  incident  to  such  a  career. 
There  are  scores  of  militia  officers  living  in  our  own  city  who 
would  be  glad  to  do  the  service  performed  by  the  present  non- 
resident incumbent  at  much  less  than  his  present  salary,  because 
they  have  some  appreciation  of  the  relation  of  compensation  to 

service  rendered.

Mr.  T.  D.  Apollonio^  Secy.  School  Board,  Boston  : 

Dear  Sir,  — It  is  not  the  "  policy  of  the  Board,"  as  stated  in 
the  order  of  the  School  Committee,  to  omit  doors  from  the  water- 
closets.  They  have  not,  and  never  had,  any  policy  in  regard  to  it, 
but  considered  it  purely  a  matter  of  administration,  and  where 
the  doors  are  asked  for  by  the  Masters,  in  whose  district  new 
buildings  are  erected,  they  are  supplied  without  question. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  think  they  are  necessary  in  primary 
schools,  and  that  supervision  is  easier  without  them.  From  this 
point  of  view,  many  of  the  Masters  agreed  with  us.  On  this 
ground,  they  were  omitted  originally  in  the  Washington  School. 

Repeatedly  during  the  summer,  the  Commissioners  urged  the 
Master  of  the  Washington  School  to  go  over  the  details  of  that 
school  before  taking  the  charge  of  it.  If  this  had  been  done,  he 
would  probably  have  informed  us  that  he  wished  doors,  and  these 
doors  would  have  been  executed  when  the  building  was  com- 
pleted.    As  it  is,  we  are  having  them  made  now.

tion, and  have  made  careful  inquiry  into  the  conditions  ex- 
isting in  each  of  these  scliools.  The  investigation  made  by 
your  CO  rraittee  has  satislied  them  that  the  salaries  of  the 
principals  of  such  schools  should  not  depend  upon  the  number 
of  pupils  in  attendance;  in  fact,  they  believe  that  the  adoption 
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of  such  a  schedule  would  tend  to  place  undue  emphasis  upon 
the  enrollment,  rather  than  on  the   work   of  the  school  itself, 
and  its  value  to   those  who  may  pursue  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion  which    it   offers.      Your   committee    also    desire    to    point 
out  that  the   salaries   of   the    principals    of    the    day    schools, 
both    high   and   grammar,    do    not    depend    upon    the    size    of 
the   schools,  although  there   is  a  wide  variation  between  them 
in    this   respect.     The   principal   of   the  Central   Evening    High 
School    has    been    paid    at  the  rate   of  $10    per   evening   since 
1882    whf^n    the     school     was     not    one-half    as    large    as     it 
is  now,  and   the   policy   of   the    Board  has   been   against  reduc- 
ing  the   salaries    of    individuals    already    in    the    service.     For 
example,  previous  to   1891  the    principals   of  Evening   Drawing 
Schools  held  the  rank  of  master  and  were  paid  $10  per  evening. 
In  that  year  the  Board  voted  to  abolish  that  rank  as  the  position 
became  vacant  by   the   retirement   from   the   service   of  the  in- 
cumbents, and  created  instead  the  position  of  principal  at  a  re- 
duced compensation,  and  that  arrangement  still  continues,  two 
of  the  principals  now  in  the  service  retaining  the  rank  and  re- 
ceiving the  salary  of  masters,   while  the  others  are  paid  at  the 
lower   rate  established  for  principals.     Your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  this  precedent  should  be  followed  with  respect 
to  the  Central  Evening  High  School,  and  that  the  salary  of  the 
present    head-master    should  not   be    reduced  during   his   term 
of  service.     It  is   true,  also,  that  the  Central  School  has,   and 
probably  will  continue  to  have,  more  extended  and  varied  courses 
than  the  local  schools,  for  the  reason  that  the  number  of  pupils 
desiring  instruction  in  certain  branches  in  those  schools  is  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  expense  of  employing  teachers  for  some 
of  the  subjects  authorized  by  the  course  of  study,  and  those  who 
desire  to  take  up  such  subjects  are  gathered  from  all  over  the 
city  into  the  Central  School.     Your  committee  recommend,  how- 
ever, the  establishment  of  a  uniform  salary  for  the  principals  of 
the  local   evening  high   schools,    notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
these  schools  differ  materially "  in  size.     While  the  salary  which 
your  committee  recommend    is    somewhat  less    than   that   sug- 
gested   by    the    Committee    on   Evening   Schools,  it  should   be 
remembered  that  the  Board  has  recently  authorized  the  employ- 
ment of  secretaries  in  all  but  one  of  these  schools,  which  action 
will,  according  to  the  testimony  of  all  tlie  principals,  materially 
reduce  their  labors. 

As  the  principal  of  the  East  Boston  Evening  High  School  pre- 
fers to  perform  the  clerical  work  of  that  school  himself,  and  as, 
at  his  request,  no  secretary  has  been  appointed,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  he  should  be  allowed  additional  compen- 
sation on  account  of  such  extra  services  rendered  by  him. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders, 
Mr.  Harkins  dissenting  from  the  third  order  appended: 
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Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  head-master  of  the  Central 
Evening  High  School  be  established,  for  the  year  ending  Aug. 
31,  1905,  and  dating  from  Sept.  26,  1904,  at  the  rate  of  ten  dollars 
($10)  for  each  evening  of  actual  service. 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  head-masters  of  Evening  High 
Schools,  excepting  the  Central  School,  be  established,  for  the  year 
ending  Aug.  31,  1905,  and  dating  from  Sept.  26,  1904,  at  the  rate 
of  six  dollars  (-$6)  for  each  evening  of  actual  service.

In  elementary  schools  of  seventy-five  pupils, 
or  more,  a  male  teacher  may  bo  appointed  with  the  rank  of  first 
assistant.  In  schools  of  less  than  fifty  the  principal  shall  be 
included  in  the  complement.  Assistants  shall  be  dismissed  at  the 
close  of  any  month  in  which  the  average  attendance  shall  have 
fallen  below  the  number  authorizing  their  employment.  No 
principal  or  female  teacher  of  a  public  day  school  in  Boston  shall 
serve  in  the  Evening  Schools;  provided,  however,  that  any  female 
teacher  employed  in  an  evening  school  who  is  appointed  to  a  per- 
manent position  in  a  day  school  may,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Superintendent  the  interests  of  the  evening  school  require,  con- 
tinue in  service  in  the  evening  school  until  the  close  of  the  terrri 
for  which  she  has  been  appointed,  but  no  longer.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  masters  of  girls'  districts 
have  appeared  before  your  committee  at  general  hearings,  and 
have  individually  given  their  opinions.  Your  committee  have 
discussed  with  them  the  various  aspects  of  the  question,  and  feel, 
therefore,  that  this  report  is  based  upon  quite  a  thorough  investi- 
gation of  existing  conditions. 

Last  spring  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reported  in  favor  of  the 
order.  It  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  they  were  in  favor  of  the 
order  because  they  believed  in  increasing  the  number  of  men 
teachers  in  the  schools,  for  the  reason  that  there  is  a  certain 
quality  in  the  male  mind  which  women  lack.  They  therefore 
favor  any  measure  which  will  bring  the  children  more  under  the 
influence  of  a  man's  mind. 

Your  committee  heartily  concur  in  the  opinion  that  it  is  desir- 
able, perhaps  indispensable,  that  more  men  shall  find  a  place  in 
our  teaching  force,  but  they  believe  that  this  result  can  be 
reached  more  satisfactorily  and  with  less  disturbance  to  existing 
conditions  by  the  natural  development  which  now  seems  imminent. 
Since  the  introduction  of  this  order,  men  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Normal  School.  There  are  now  some  twenty  meii,  college  grad- 
uates, in  the  senior  year  who  will  be  qualified  to  enter  the  grades 
as  teachers  next  year,  and  we  may  well  expect  to  see  an  increasing 
number  of  men  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  in  the  service  in 
succeeding  years.  Your  committee  believe  that  these  Normal 
graduates  should  work  their  way  up  through  the  grades  to 
whatever  position  their  ability  entitles  them  to  fill.  To  create 
at  the  present  time  twelve  new  sub-masterships  would  oblige 
the  city  to  make  an  immediate  expenditure  of  $18,000  a  year, 
and  an  eventual  one  of  $28,000  a  year.  Your  committee 
recognize  that  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  have  twelve  new 
trained  teachers  at  once.  Your  committee  also  recognize  that 
it  would  be  an  enormous  step  in  advance  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  to  a  teacher.  Both  these  propositions  seem 
to  your  committee  too  expensive  to  recommend  at  a  time  when  it

is  difi&cult  to  make  income  and  expenditure  balance.  The  men 
graduates  of  the  Normal  School  will  become  trained  teachers  in 
time,  and  your  committee  believe  that  it  is  better  to  defer  action 
until  these  new  college-bred  men  have  gained  their  experience, 
rather  than  to  create,  by  a  sudden  legislative  act,  twelve  new 
positions,  which  may  be  filled  by  men  who  have  had  no  college 
training.  It  seems  to  your  committee  fairer,  in  view  of  the  devel- 
opment of  the  Normal  School  course  of  instruction,  not  to  create 
these  new  positions  until  the  quality  of  the  men  the  Normal 
School  turns  out  has  been  tested. 

For  these  reasons  your  committee  recommend  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  amend  the  Rules  with  respect  to  this  matter  at  the 
present  time.

In  reply  to  the  order  of  your  Board  of  November  8tli,  in  regard 
to  protection  against  fire,  I  beg  to  say  that  this  policy  was  long 
ago  advised  by  the  Board,  but  in  the  face  of  the  report  to  the 
School  Committee  by  the  Fire  Department  insisting  that  our 
funds  should  be  spent  in  erecting  fire  escapes  on  the  outside  of 
school  buildings,  and  in  the  face  of  a  second  report  from  the  Fire 
Commissioner  of  the  same  general  tenor  as  the  first,  we  have 
been  forced  against  our  better  judgment  to  erect  fire  escapes 
which  we  believe  by  no  means  to  be  a  desirable  method  of  getting 
the  children  out  in  case  of  fire,  and  have  been  unable  to  do  con- 
struction repairs  in  the  basement,  which  would  otherwise  have 
received  our  attention.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  1903  the  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  World's  Fair  at  St.  Louis  reserved  for  Boston  a  space 
in  the  Educational  Building  corresponding  to  that  allotted  to 
Xew  York,  St.  Louis,  and  other  large  cities  of  this  country.  The 
School  Committee  of  that  year  did  not  see  fit  to  accept  the  offer, 
and  the  space  was  surrendered. 

Later,  Massachusetts  decided  to  make  an  exhibit,  and  tlie 
Director,  Mr.  George  E.  Gay,  urged  tliat  the  schools  of  Boston  be 
represented  in  the  State  exhibit. 

Jan.  26, 1904,  this  Board  appointed  a  special  committee  of  three 
to  take  cliarge  of  all  matters  relating  to  an  exhibition  of  the 
work  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city  at  the  St.  Louis 
P^xposition. 
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Feb.  23  this  Board  appropriated  a  sum,  not  exceeding  $3,000, 
with  which  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  exhibit  of  the  work  done 
in  the  Boston  schools. 

Your  committee  requested  Superintendent  E.  P.  Seaver,  and 
one  of  the  Supervisors,  Mr.  M.  P.  White,  to  arrange  for  such  an 
exhibit.  The  masters  of  the  various  schools  were  requested  to 
send  in  sample  work.  The  time  for  preparation  was  short  —  too 
short  for  any  fancy  or  elaborate  work.  The  material  sent  con- 
sisted only  of  such  work  as  can  be  obtained  at  any  time,  and  was 
a  fair  and  honest  illustration  of  the  actual  work  done  in  our 
schools  of  today. 

With  the  aid  of  teachers  the  mass  of  material  thus  sent  was 
arranged  for  exhibition  in  cabinets. 

Though  the  space  allotted  was  very  limited,  yet,  by  means  of 
these  cabinets,  we  were  able  to  cover  a  space  equal  to  more  than 
4,000  square  feet,  besides  filling  about  200  bound  volumes,  which, 
with  the  larger  work  of  the  industrial  subjects,  filled  show-cases, 
drawers,  and  shelves. 

All  of  our  schools  were  represented:  the  Kindergartens,  the 
Primary,  Grammar,  and  High  Schools,  the  Normal  School,  the 
Evening  Drawing  Schools,  the  Evening  Elementary  and  Evening 
High  Schools,  the  Educational  Centres,  the  Public  Lecture  Sys- 
tem, and  the  Vacation  Schools. 

And  not  only  was  every  grade  of  school  represented,  but  nearly 
every  subject  taught  in  the  schools,  and  this  by  teachers'  out- 
lines, by  work  by  the  pupils,  and  by  numerous  photographs 
which  showed  buildings,  rooms,  equipment,  and  the  pupils  at 
work.  The  exhibit  included  an  excellent  display  of  the  Manual 
Training  work  from  the  Kindergarten  through  the  Mechanic  Arts 
High  School.  All  the  work  was  systematically  arranged  by  sub- 
jects and  grades,  and  properly  labelled  to  assist  those  visiting 
educators  who  desired  to  study  a  particular  subject  in  any  par- 
ticular grade.  This  method  seems  to  have  been  appreciated  by 
teachers  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Massachusetts  booth,  in  which  our  exhibit  was  installed, 
though  simple,  was  characteristic  and  effective,  and  well 
arranged  —  as  a  lady  visitor  said  upon  entering  it,  ''Isn't  this 
delightful!     Just  like  Boston!  " 

While  other  cities  expended  from  live  to  ten  times  as  much 
money,  and  made  more  elaborate  displays,  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
educational  exhibit  from  this  country  has  been  studied  more  than 
Boston's.  It  has  been  carefully  and  critically  examined,  and  the 
many  requests  for  duplicates  and  parts  of  the  exhibit  include 
nearly  every  department  and  subject. 

The  matter  of  awards  is  interesting  as  showing  the  value  of  the 
work  of  our  schools  in  the  opinion  of  unbiased  judges.  The 
grades  of  awards  given  by  the  World's  Fair  at  St.  Louis  are  :  1.

Your 
committee  therefore  believe  that  it  would  be  far  wiser 
entirely  to  abandon  this  method  of  measuring  the  ser- 
vices of  such  instructors,  and  to  place  them  upon  a 
sliding  scale  similar  to  those  already  established  for 
teachers  of  nearly  all  other  ranks,  but  that  the  change 
should  be  made  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  decreas- 
ing the  salary  of  any  teacher  already  in  the  service.
